For the Militia of the Kingdome («hich by the. 
Law is ſubje& to no command but of his Majeſty, 


and of authority lawfully derived from hin) when 
any particular courſe ſor ordering the fame (which 
his Majeſty holds very neceſſary for the peace and 
ſecurity of his Kingdome)ſha'l be conſidered and di- 
gefted by his Parliament, and propoſed to his Ma- 
zeſty , bis Majefty will rerurne fuch an anſwer , as 
ſhall be agreeable to kis henour and the ſatcty of his 
people , his Majeſty being refolved only to deny 
thoſe things, the granting whereaf would alter the 
_ fundamentall Laws, and endanger the very foundath 
on vpon which the publike happinefle and welfare 
of his people is founded and conftituted , and would 
nouriſh a greater and more diſtrugive jeaioulic be- 
tweene the.Crowne and the Subje&s , then any of 
theſes which would ſceme to be taken away by ſuch 
a ſatisfa&ion 7 and his Majefty doth not doubt rhar 
his havinggranted more then ever King hath granted 
will ever perſwade his Houſe of Commons to aske 
morethcuever SubjeQs have asked, and if they (hal 
acquaint his Majeſty with the particular grounds of
